WASHINGTON, July 19.—Secretary of 
War Alger has tendered his resignation, to 
take effect at the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent. 

The general expectation is that the resig- 
nation will be accepted at once. A few 
days ago it wag semi-officially anounced 


to put a Government license in the hotel 
or pavilion at Meramec Highlands, of which | 
he is the proprietor. The Federal law on | 
this point is very rigid, and when a United 
States Deputy Marshal reported Bernheim- 
er’s neglect to Attorney Rozier a warrant 
was promptly issued for his arrest. 
Investigation developed that Bernheimer 
had no license. Instead of going to the 


United States Marshal’s office, as requested, 
' Bernheimer called on Collector Grenner and 


paid for a license to conduct the hotel and 
privileges at Meramec Highlands. 

Bernheimer was ordered a second time to 
appear at the Marshal's office. 

He complied witheut delay. He was ush- 
ered into the District Attorney’s office and 
the warrant speeifying his alleged offense 
was read to him. 

He said: “I did not intend to ignore the 
authorities, but construed the Marshal’s 
order as a notification for me to pay up my 
license.”’ 

Mr. Rozier then said he would confer 
with Ccllector Grenrer before proceeding 
further with the matter.

SHIP LOAD OF GOLD, 


STEAMER GARONNE BACK FROM 
THE KLONDIKE. 


THREE MILLIONS IN DUST. 


Cape Nome Gold Fields Condemned as 
Hoaxes Invented by the Trans- 
portation Companies. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, July 19.. 
—Five hundred and fifty passengers and 
$3,000,000 in gold dust arrived last night by 
the steamer Garonne from St. Michaels. 
The steamer was crammed from stem to 
stern with passengers, and about half of 
them had money. Like all the other 
Steamers that arrive laden with Klon- 
dikers, some of the passengers were broke 
and were compelled to look on their more 
fortunate brothers with greedy eyes. Pur- 
ser Sprague said that in the specie room 
of the ship there were big piles of gold, 
making in all several tons which had 
been shipped down the river by various 
steamers. A dozen or more of the passen- 
Bers were from Cape Nome, and they one 
and all condemn the new gold fields as 
hoaxes that have been invented by the 
transportation companies. Already the 
rush out has begun, and instead of there 
being thousands of people in there in a few 
weeks the number will be small. 

The whole country has been staked /for 
hundreds of miles around, and, in sdme 
cases, claims have been entirely. deserted. 
The country is very open, and there is not 
enough wood there to carry on mining to 
any reasonable extent. The only diggings 
now being worked are a few summer grav- 
els, but some of these are turning out 
fairly well. On the whole, however, the 
district is being deserted very fast. The 
gold that came down by the Garonne was 
principally owned by the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, which had the Pioneer 
branch in the Klondike with about $1,000,- 
000. John Lippey, merchant of San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle, was the wealthiest gin- 
gie holder on board, with $300,000 of tthe 
yellow goid dust. Ex-Gov. McGraw | of 
Washington State had $100,000 in cash. P. 
Caldwell of Seattle came down with ithe 
dead body of his daughter, who died a 
short ago at Dawson. The doctor himgelf 
is in very poor health, not expected to Hve. 

These and the other passengers came 
down the Yukon on various steamers, and 
many made the trip in small boats. They 
describe the trip as being very fine indeed. 
lhe same can be said of the trip on the 
way from St. Michaels to Vancouver. The 
only incident of note was the stealing of 
$1300 from one: of the passengers, a San 
Francisco man named Black. He says that 
he inadvertently left his belt lying on a 
bench, and when he went back it was 
gone. A search of the steamer was made 
here on her arrival, but failed to find the 
money. 

Passengers from Dawson say that biopd- 
shed was narrowly averted there during 
the last week in June in connection with 
the closing of three of the principal creeks. 
There was a dispute among some of 
largest claim owners on the question 
royalty. The Canadian Government 
Ciail claimed more duty than the cle 
owners would allow as the usual perc 
age on their gross earnings. So Gov. Ogilivie 
decided to close the whole place, and work 
was stopped on Bonanza, El Dorado and 
Hunker Creeks, which are among the very 
richest in the Klondike. A great row was 
raised about the matter, and it was only 
the splendid discipline of the Canadian 
mounted police that prevented bloodshed in 
riots that threatened. In Dawson there 
was trouble as well as out on the creek, 
but the whole matter, it was thought, would 
blow over within a short time, and before 
this probably the creeKs are again open. 
The Government decided to teach all the 
miners concerned a lesson, not allowing 
them to do any more prospecting if they» 
did not cheerfully pay the royalty.

Rival Agents for Junk Dealers Talked 
About Each Other and a Meet- 
ing Resulted Fatally. 


Oscar Nolte, a young police character, 
with terms of imprisonment to his record, 
was shot and killed Tuesday night, in front 
of 112 North Eighth street, by Jacob 
Shorininsky, driver of a junk wagon.
